New Delhi, the 10th July, 2002 

S. 0 . 722 (E).— Whereas, for the development of the export trade of India, certain 
propo-sals for amending the Order No. SO 729 (E) dated 21*' August 1995. of 
erstwhile Ministiy of Commerce, Government of India, relating to Fresh. Frozen and 
Processed Fish and Fisher>' Products and in superse.ssion of Order No, SO 792 (E) 
dated 17"' .August, 2001, Nlinistiy of Commerce and Industry relating to Nlaximum 
Residual Limits (AIRLs) for antibiotics, pesticides and heavy metals in fish and 
frshery products were fomarded to Export Inspection Council and published in Part II 
section 3. sub-.section (ii) of the Gazette of India, Extraordinaiy, dated the 17"' May 
2002 vide Order of the Government of India in the Ministiy of Commerce and 
Industry, Depaitment of Commerce, number SO 528 (E), as required under sub-mle 
(2) of nile 11 of the Export (Quality Contiol and Inspection) Rules, 1964 under 
Export (Quahty Control and Inspection) /fet, 1963; 

And, whereas, the objections and suggestions were invited fiom all persons likelv' to 
be affected thereby within a period of thiit>' days from the date the said notification 
was made available to the public; 

And whereas the copies of the said Gazette were made available to the public on 17'’“ 

May 2002; 

.And whereas the objections and suggestions received from the public on the said draft 
have been considered by the Central Gor emment; 
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Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers confciTed b> section 6 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), the Central Government 
after consulting Export Inspection Council, hereby makes the following amendments 
to the Order No. SO 729 (E) dated 2E' August, 1995, of erstwhile Ministry of 
Commerce, Government of India, relating to Fresh, Frozen and Processed Fish and 
Fisherv Products and in supersession of Order No. SO 792 (E) dated 17* August 
2001, Ministry of Commerce and lndustr>^ relating to Ma.ximum Residual Limits 
(MRLs) for antibiotics, pesticides and heavy metals in fish and fisher>^ products, 
which shall take effect on the date of its publication in the Of&cial Gazette, namely 
In the said Order, ip schedule - I, for clause (e). the following shall be inserted, 
namely 

'"(e) Maximum Residual Limits (MRLs) for pesticides, heavy metals and 
antibiotics and other pharmacologically active substances in fish and fisheiy' 
products shall meet the requirements as given below. However, if the MRLs fixed 
by the importing countries are more stringent than these prescribed limits, the 
standards specified by those countiies will be comphed with.
